Snow on the Fourth.

A LETTER FROM PROFESSOR TICE ON THE SUB-
i JECT.
To the Editor of the Globe-Democrat:
sr. Louis, July 14; 1879.—1In your supple-
ment of yesterday a meteorological phe-
nomenon 1s mentioned, which presents to
all meteorelogists a probiem for solution,
They have been trying their bands stitever
since the time o Aristotle, bul are nonearer
to u solution now than be was, and never
will solveit until they ehange their base and
attack it at its only vulnerable point.
Scientists would popularize scieuce and
create an ablding interest in it if they
would explain; .and what I mean by ex-
plaining is to make clear and palpable phys-
ical phenomena as they occur, especially
those that are ol an extranordinary charac-
ter, and while public attention is drawn to
them. Let them do this or abdieate their
pretensions to a knowledge of physical sel-
ence. There bave been during the current
year any number of eyclones, hail-storms,
cloud-bursts, earthquakes, and volcanic
eruptions, and there will be in November a
meteoric shower; yet the cause of none
of these pbhenomena has been or will be ex-
plained. Why? Because scli-constituted
sefentists do either not know the cause, or
else are incapable of muking themselves
understood by others,
The phepomenon to which I refer is from
the Portland (Me.) Adveriiser, and is nar-
raled thus: “ A remarkable meteorological
phenomenon was observed in several places
in this city Friduy afternoon. About 5
o’clock flakes of fallen spow were secn by
many, who could bardly eredit their senses.
Sergeant Boyd, of the Signal Service, bup-
pened to be out at the time, and eaught seve-
ral of the flakes on his sleeve.” This is not
an unusual pbenomenon, but it is one de-
manding an explanation, because it is of
the bighest significance and importance to
science. It is significant and important be-
canse it is the key that unlocks the mystery
of bail-stones, accounting for them and
many cognate phenomenon upon rational
principles, and by the application of well-
known physical laws, The trouble with
book-men is they never carry out into the
field of nature the results attained and the
laws developed in their experiments in the
luboratory. 1 have said this is not an nn-
usual phenomenon, to prove which I sub-
wit the following facts:

Then, again,
the fact stares us In the face that In hail-
storms one hundredfold more vapor iscon-
gealed than was conisined in the original
clouds that massed und formed the bail-
storm. The whole liypothesis is a palpable
absurdity, and the -phenomenon must owe
1ts orizin to some other cause. What is that
cause? ‘There is an cfiicient rause that is
well known to every tyro in physical sci-
ence, but the trouble is they bave neither
intuition to see it nor genius enough to ap-
ply it to the explanaticu of meteorological
phenomena.
